Mute 

While mute is turned on, you will be able to hear 
the other party, but the other party will not be able 
to hear you. 

To mute your voice, press [C/8J]. 

• To return to the conversation, press [C/8j] 
again. 

R button (to use the recall feature) 

[R] is used to access optional telephone 
services. Contact your service 
provider/telephone company for details. 
Bemaerk: 

• If your unit is connected to a PBX (private 
branch exchange), pressing [R] can allow you 
to access certain features of your host PBX 
such as transferring an extension call. Consult 
your PBX dealer for details. 

• You can change the recall time (side 16). 

Pause button (for PBX/long distance service 
users) 

A pause is sometimes required when making 
calls using a PBX or long distance service. 
Eksempel: If you have to dial [0] before dialling 
outside numbers manually, you will probably 
need to pause after dialling [0] until you hear a 
dial tone.

Caller ID features 

When an outside call is received, the caller's 
phone number will be displayed. 

• Phone numbers of the last 50 callers will be 
logged in the caller list. 

• When caller information is received and it 
matches a phone number stored in the unit's 
phonebook, the stored name will be displayed 
and logged in the caller list. 

• If the unit is connected to a PBX system, you 
may not receive the caller information. 

• When the caller dialled from an area which 
does not provide Caller I D service, "Nr . ikke 
muligt" will be displayed. 

• When the caller requested not to send caller 
information, either no information or 
"Hemmeligt nr . " will be displayed. 

Missed calls 

If a call is not answered, the unit treats the call as 
a missed call. The number of missed calls is 
shown on the display. This lets you know if you 
should view the caller list to see who called while 
you were out. 

Call Waiting Caller ID (for Sweden only) 

This is a service of your service 
provider/telephone company and will only 
operate if you have subscribed to this service. 
When you hear a call waiting tone during a 
conversation, the display will show the second 
caller's information. You can answer the second 
call, keeping the first call on hold. Consult your 
service provider/telephone company for details of 
this service.
